The money and bets were then handcarried to the Illinois 
race tracks on the following day where the money was paid 
at the Paramutual windows. 


JAMES A. DOHERTY, 5450 Brown Street, Oconomowoc, 
Wisconsin, advised that during September, 1971, he took 
his wife and children to the Lime House Supper Club on 
a Sunday evening for dinner. While having cocktails, 
he observed two or three individuals approach the bartender 
to make horse bets on horses which were running at Illinois 
tracks on the following day. It was his understanding 
that someone connected with the Lime House Supper Club 
would take this money to the track and bet it on the 
following day. 


As the situation described above, wherein an 
individual gives money to another individual, who in 
turn bets this money regularly at a race track in Northern 
Illinois, does not constitute a Federal violation of the 
Gambling Statutes, it is suggested this case be placed 
in a closed status.
